directing their fire. Suspecting 
that. the colonel and his compan- 
ions .were important officers, di- 
recting the general operations, he 
had caused the shells to fall upon 
the house, knowing that a lucky 
shot would mean his own death 
as well as theirs. 

In any case’ he ,was certain to 
die, and he died bravely, having 
made this supreme sacrifice of 
courage. The telephone appara- 
tus is now a trophy in our 
hands. 

Meanwhile some of the battal- 
ions who fought their way 
through Loos were now strug- 
gling ahead to gain Hill No. 70\ 
It-.is nearly a mile further on 
eastward and southward and the 
road was swept with shrapnel 
and machine gun fire as the men 
rose steadily up the rising ground 
which is eally a slope rather 
than a hill.

From 
the windows of ‘the cottages on 
the higher ground and from the 
entrenchments in the vicinity 
there was an incessant.storm of 
fire, which raked over the ap- 
proach, Nevertheless our men 
held on, and, finding a kind of 
ridge, or parapet dug themselves 
in deeper so they had useful pro- 
tection. 

The first men to approach Hill 
No. 70 arrived avout 10 o’clock 
and clung to their position at all 
costs and with heroic endurance 
until 11, o’clock that night when 
they were relieved by other 
| troops who carried on the strug 
gle the next day. 

This concludes the chronicle: of 
the battle in and teyond Loos 
until Sunday, when the position 
was organized and the advanc: 
continued with Varyimz success 
around Hill’ No. 70. But I go 
back to dawn on Saturday when 
another attack was in progress 
further north toward Huhluch. 

It was another triumeh for the 
new army men, who formed a 
very good proportion of the mes- 
sed troops. The struggle here 
was fierce and formidatle, and 
our men had to advance under a 
terrible fire. That, however, was 
after the first assault upon the 
enemy’s trenches, which were cer- 
ried swiftly. Our machine guns,

ing in Ireland may soon be ex- 
pected.

“The pledge of the labor cr- 
ganizations, so far as it is defi- 
nitely accepted by the govern- 
ment, involves an understanding 
from the govermment’s side that 
shall be no toying with 
compulsion for the present.”

3.—The Prussian casualty lists 
numbers 330 to 339, covering the 
period from, September 17th to 
September 28th, give the names 
of 63,468 men killed, wounsed, 
and_ missing, according to the 
Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant, 
of Rotterdam. .The Courant says 
that these figures increase the to- 
tal Prussian casualties to 1,16,- 
148. ' 

. How the severity of the fight- 
ing has increased, continues the 
paper, is indicated by the follow- 
ing figures : 

The lists, numbers 300 to 309, 
announced 49,705 casualties ;. the 
lists numbers 310. to,319 contain- 
ed, 53,396 names ; the lists num- 
bers 320 to 329 gave 58,445, and 
the remaining lists as. above. 

. Besides the Prussian hsts there 
have been published -224 Bavar- 
ians, 199 Saxon, 274 Wurtem- 
burg, 49 Bavarians, and 156 lists 
of Prussian officers and non-com- 
missioned officers in the Turkish 
service.

“Stock Inspection 


The new Stock Inspection Act 
requires that when live stock is 
Offerdi for shipment to a point 
outside of the province, the same 
must be inspected for brands, and 
the shipper must either own the 
brand that is on the animals or 
he must have ‘a4 memorejndum of 
sale signed by such owner. If the. 
animal is unbranded, the seller. 
must state in his memorandum 
how he acquired the animal that 
is ofiered for shi Peg Pa 
' All animals sold at a sale yard: 
or sale or exchange stable, stovk} 
yard, or -abattoir, must be. in- 
spected before payment therefor 
43 made; as) must also animals 
sold on afarm or at the private 
stables of the seller, unless they 
have been.on the premises for at 
least thirty days. 

Tf a farmer raises’a horse or 
cow and sells it at the farm, no 

linspection is required. If ‘the 
‘brings it into “town and sells it 
it then must be inspected because 
it has not been on the premises 
where sold for thirty days. lfa 
resident in a town or city own a 
horse’ and keeps it in his own 
\ private stable, he may, if he ‘has 
owned. .it for more than thirty 
‘days, sell it without inspection. 
If he keeps it in a livery and 
sale stable or if he takes ‘the 
animal there tobe sold, it must 
be inspected for brands, the 
proof of ‘ownership must be es- 
tablished before it can be taken 
away or payment therefor ac- 
cepted.
